The Buffalo Bills of the National Football League. It sounds 
strange. 


The Buffalo Bills, Baltimore Colts, Cleveland Browns, and 
Pittsburgh Steelers of the American Football Conference. That, 
too, has an unfamiliar ring. 


What it all means is that professional football has a new face 
as it enters the decade of the 1970s. 


The American Football League is no longer; the National 
Football League now exists with two separate conferences and 
26 teams, the biggest number in its history. 


Who could have envisioned this being the case just a decade 
ago when the AFL was born? 


Back then the doubting Thomases was many fold. The AFL 
never will make it, they insisted. 


Men like Ralph C. Wilson, founder and owner of the Bills, 
were applauded for their bravery—and sometimes ridiculed for 
thinking their idea of expanding professional football's horizons 
could succeed. 


Now Wilson and his AFL cohorts find themselves faced with 
the new challenge of succeeding against opponents never before 
played on a Sunday-after-Sunday basis. 


“New rivalries will grow from the two conference structuring 
of pro football and the fans will get to see all the teams with the 
massage of years,” said Wilson.

Being part of the NFL is in a sense a homecoming for the 
Bills owner. His first connection with the pro game was as a 
minority stockholder in the Detroit Lions. 

And Wilson was one of the owners who worked tirelessly 
towards the goal of merging the two leagues when he saw that 
the bitter talent war could only lead to the ruination of several 
franchises. 

Now that the merger has been fully 
Bowl is Wilson’s primary aim in football. 


“1 can't think of any bigger challenge in pro football than 
aiming at winning the division, conference, and Super Bowe 
within a few weeks of one another,” stated Wilson. 


The tall Detroit native is a man of diverse interest. He's 
thoroughbred horseman as well as a hockey fan. But nothing 
surpasses his dedication to football. 

When the Bills play, he’s present. Even the necessity of an 
overnight flight from Europe hasn't kept him from his accus- 
tomed pressbox seat for home games or his sideline walking area 
on the road.

And that same desire for victory on Sunday permeates 
Wilson's organization—from General Manager Bob Lustig and 
Head Coach John Rauch right down through the ranks. 


When Lustig and Wilson commenced their working relation- 
ship twenty-two years ago pro football was their Sunday after- 
noon relaxation and Monday morning discussion. 

The advent of the AFL changed that. Wilson undertook 
building a franchise in Buffalo. Lustig, at first, limited his acti 
ties to signing college talent while the internal organization was 
being pieced together 

By 1964 Lustig no longer was a Detroit-to-Buffalo commuter 
but the man-in-charge of the Bills front office. Since then he has 
added the title of General Manager to those of Vice President 
and Director 

The role is demanding in dedication and ability. The 46-year- 
old one-time college baseball player meets the challenge with a 
firmness of purpose, a ready wit, and soft words. 


Lustig sees the role of top operational officers as one who 
lives two lives annually. 

“For thirty-eight weeks you plan, plot, map, debate, negoti- 
ate, sign, draft, trade, hire, fire, buy, and ‘sell, always with pro- 
ducing a winner in mind,” he explained. 

“Then for 14 games you live and die with every twist and 
turn of fortune on the football field. The taste of defeat is 
worse than ashes. And time runs away with the victories all 


too soon.” -

Looking back upon the early days of the AFL in light of 
the merger, Lustig sometimes wonders at the temerity of the 
upstart AFL. 

“We certainly didn’t have much to offer in prestige. Still we 
sailed right in,” he recalled. 

Back in those pioneer years Lustig’s first signee was Michigan 
halfback Darrell Harper. And Harper, much to Lustig’s satis- 
faction, was on Buffalo's 33-man roster when the AFL began 
first season. 


At that time, Patrick J. McGroder and Jack Horrigan, who 
espere with Lustig the title of Vice President, also were involved 
th the Bills—but not as members of the organization. 


McGroder, a successful Buffalo businessman, was serving as 
the city’s sports co-ordinator. Horrigan was assigned to cover the 
Bills as a sports writer for the Buffalo Evening News. 

McGroder joined the Bills in “62 as a member of the Board of 
Directors as well as Vice President. He handles the club's adver- 
tising and other special duties as a management level. 


He brought with him a background in sales and an interest in 
professional football that goes back more than two decades. He 
‘once came close to securing a NFL franchise for Buffalo and has 
remained friends with Pittsburgh's Art Rooney and Chicago's 
George Halas through the years. 


Between the times Horrigan left the newspaper field and 
joined the Bills, he spent three years in charge of the American 
Football League's public relations department in New York 
City. 

Horrigan, a Buffalo native, was named Vice President in 
charge of Public Relations and a member of the Board of 
ctors in June, 1966. 


Recently, Don Phinney, former sports information director 
at Canisius College, joined the Bills public relations staff. 


The 35-year-old Phinney, a graduate of Bowling Green 
University, also has a background in radio and television as an 
account executive for Buffalo and Erie, Pa. stations. 


The third department under Lustig’s command is guided by 
Jim Cipriano, who was named Ticket Director in April, 1969, 
following the death of Duncan Lectka. 


Cipriano had been Assistant Business Manager of Athletics at 
the University of Pittsburgh for better than a decade. 


The tall native of Youngstown, O., learned the ticket business 
working for the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and with the 
Pennsylvania Railroad in Pittsburgh before entering the college

It has been Coach John Rauch for the last 19 years, And it's 
unlikely there’s another title that the one-time University of 
Georgia all-America quarterback would prefer: 


“Coaching is a tough, demanding business," admits Rauch, 
“The reward is in seeing players achieve from what they've been 
taught and in having team effort produce a winner.” 


Rauch, now in his second year of rebuilding the Buffalo Bills, 
has known his share of victories. 


In three years as Oakland Raiders head coach Rauch achieved 
an unmatched regular season won-lost record of 33-8-1, Rauch’s 
Raiders won the 1967 American Football League championship, 
two Western Division titles, and a Super Bow! opportunity. 


In his initial season at Buffalo, the Bills improved from a 
1-12-1 record to 4-10. 


The improvement, however, was not satisfactory in Rauch's 
eyes. It should have been more pronounced. 


“The difference between winning and losing a few more 
games was in the mental errors more than in physical shortcom- 
ings,” says Rauch. “When you make the mental mistake, you're 
beating yourself—and that's what we did too frequently.” 


Rauch also is realistic. - 


“| know we installed a new system last year. It was more 
demanding and more flexible than the previous one. This left 
rookie and veteran alike uncertain at times. But | also know it’s 
the kind of system with which a team can win. 


“And,” he concludes, “we expect to do more 
1970." 


Winning has been part of Rauch’s life since he started in 
organized athletics as a baseball, basketball, and football player 
in the Philadelphia suburb of Yeadon, Pa.

At the tender age of 19, he became the first-string quarter- 
back at the University of Georgia as a freshman in 1945. 


Neither lack of age or experience was a deterent to Rauch 
achieving quick success, either. He directed the Bulldogs to an 
Oil Bowl bid his first year, then to the Sugar, Gator, and Orange 
bowls in succeeding seasons. 


By his senior year, the Yankee who made good down South 
was being talked about in the East and West, too. He was named 
to several All-America teams in 1949. 


While a pro career was his immediate aim, Rauch already had 
thoughts of eventually becoming a coach. 


Both goals were achieved. 


Rauch played with the New York Bulldogs and the New 
York Yankees before concluding his pro career with the Philadel- 
phia Eagles in 1951 


The University of Florida was his first coaching stop. He 
_tgmained there for two years before joining the Tulane staff in 
4. The next year alma mater beckoned and Rauch 

vred there for four years. In 1959, he began a three-year stint 

on the West Point staff and then returned to Tulane for a year. 


His pro coaching career began in 1962 at Oakland, where he 
succeeded Al Davis when the latter became AFL commissioner 
three years later. 


In January, 1969, he resigned his Raiders post to accept the 
challenge of “returning the Bills to football respectability.”” 


Joining in attempting to achieve that goal this year were 
offensive backfield coach Marvin Bass, offensive line coach 
Chuck Gottfried, kicking coach Bugsy Engelberg, defensive line 
coach Ray Malavasi, linebacker coach Ralph Hawkins, and defen- 
sive backfield coach Bobby Hunt.
